Empire State Association 
of the Deaf 

"In unity there is strength." With 
this idea' in mind and realizing that 
singly they could do little to advance 
their interests, a number of deaf resi- 
dents of various sections of the State 
of New York, frequently called "'The 
Empire Stale." gathered in S, 
the most centrally-located city, in 
the year 1865 for what was destined 

to be the fust Convention of the Em- 
pire State Association of Deaf-Mutes,

\s staled in the Constitution, the 
object of the Association is the ad 
vancement of the moral, social. Intel- 
lectual, and economic standing of the 
deaf of New York, forming a bond 
of union that will enable the members 
to act together for ihe Common good, 

and any deaf person of good chat 

ter, who is a resident of New York 
State, may become an active member 
upon payment of the required fee and 
under such rules of admission as may 
be adopted by the Association. 

The fact that there are several 
residential schools for the deaf in New 
York makes conditions in the State 
somewhat different from those in most 
of the other States, in that Ihe mem- 
bership in the Stale Associations of 
other States can be almost identical 
with that of the school alumni associa- 
tions, while in New York there 
something like seven Alumni organiza- 
tions, as well as a number of various 
other societies, and it Is desirable 
that all of these have a common 
meeting ground, which the F.mpirf 
Slate Association furnishes. 

Whatever is worth having is worth 
fighting for. and each and every deaf 
man and woman in the State of New 
York should consider it an honor and 
and ;\ privilege, not to say a duly, to 
be a member of the Association and 
Io do his or her part in maintaining 
and advancing the interests of the 
deaf. 

Among (he present aims of the V 
sociation are the removal or 
prevention of discriminations against 
the deaf in State and private employ- 
ment, in insurance, in automobile 
legislation; in securing a labor 
bureau for the deaf, and in securing 
adequate mental and industrial train- 
ing in the schools, as well as looking 
out for the general interests of the 
deaf.

His Bark and His Bite 

Many survivors of the Revolution, 

and possibly some who had grown up 
afterward, bitterly blamed President 
Madison for bringing on what they 

.led as a needless struggle with 

the mother country in 1812. One ol 
these- malcontents was a great-uncle 
of mine who kept a "tavern," as such 
houses of enlertainment were called 
in those clays, in Pairfax Counly. 
Virginia, on the old county road lead- 
ing westward from the south end of 
the Long Bridge, over the Potomac, 

and ending possibly at Leesburgh. 

This great uncle was especially 
spiteful toward Mr. Madison, de- 
nouc ing him as the author of the war. 
and declaring thai if ever he came in 
sight of him he would shoot him dead. 
His almost daily threat was that he 

would yet be the death of the Presi- 
dent. 

His tavern was situated not moie 
than six or eight miles from Wash 
ington, and there was great dismay in 
the neighborhood when the news came 
that the British were advancing on 
Washington. My mother has told 
me of seeing the hillsides on the w 
bank of the Potomac, where what is 
now known as Arlington is situati 
covered With fugitives who had tie. I 

from the wrath of foreign soldiery. 

Along with the rest. Mr. Madisoa 
and his staff crossed Ihe Potomac In 
the night by way of the bridge, as I 
understood it. and struck out through 

the country for a place of rite
